The human skin provides a reasonably tough covering 
for t y- The outer layer of skin, called the epidermis, 
is not equip with nerves or blood cells. It is continu- 
ally being shed from above and renewed from below. The 
true skin, or dermis, lies beneath the epidermis. The der- 
mis contains nerves and blood vessels. 

The skin serves the body in many ways. It protects us 
from bacteria which might cause disease, by forming an 
outer shell for the vital organs. For this reason, breaks in 
the skin should receive prompt attention to keep out in- 
facting organisms. 

sweat glands located in the skin regulate body 
temperature. If the y needs to lose heat, the blood is 
sent to the surface for cooling. The skin appears flushed 
and hot, and the sweat glands pour out erspiration which 
evaporates and reduces the heat of the body. In cold 
weather, the blood retracts from the skin, perspiration is 
limited, and body heat is conserved. Thus the skin acts 
as a thermostat to maintain health and comfort.

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In that, year the liev. Michael F. 
Gallagher, O.S.A., was appointed 
the first resident pastor of St. 
Augustine’s parish, He died in 
1869. The second resident pastor 
was the Rev. Ambrose Mullen, 
O.S.A., and it was during his pas- 
torate that the property where the 
present church and rectory stand, 
was purchased, He died in 1876. 

The Rev. Maurice J. \lurphy, 
O.S.A., became the new pastor and 
remained until 1887. Immediately 
after assuming charge of the parish 
Fr, Murphy realized the necessity 
of building a new church, A few 
years later this was completed. 
jt was a wooden structure erected 
where the present rectory stands, 

The cellar of this church was 
dug by men of the parish and those 
who had teams carted the gravel 
away. The basement of the church 
was used for years while the upper 
church was being completed, 

Fr, Murphy also provided for the 
spiritual wants of the Catholics in 
Ballardvale and it is mainly 
through his efforts that a new 
chapel dedicated to St, Joseph 
was built there a few years after 
the Andover church was completed, 

In 1887 Fr. Murphy was suc 
ceeded by the Rev. Jeremiah J. 
Ryan, O.S.A., who was trans 
ferred from the church of St. 
Laurence (Q’Toole in Lawrence, 
It was during Fr. Ryan’s time that 
the chapel of St. Thomas of Villa- 
nova in North Wilmington was 
erected to accommodate Catholics 
there. 

In the year 1894 I'r. Ryan, whose 
health had been failing for some 
time, was succeeded by the Rev. 
Thomas A. Field, 0.5, A, tie imme- 


diately engaged in making jp 
provements to the church proper!

The history of Catholics in An- 
dover goes back to pre-Revolution- 
ary days when a group of Arcad- 
ians, natives of Nova Scotia driv- 
en from their homes during the 
French and Indian war, were as- 
signed to this town on a quota 
basis. There were 26 of them and 
they took up their residence in 
the Jonathan Abbott house on Main 
street near Ballardvale road. 

Frugal and industrious they 
gained the good will of their 
hosts and when they left for 
Springfield in 1760 they did so 
with the good wishes of many An- 
dover families, 


Kistory of Parish 

The limited number of Catholics 
who lived in Andover prior to 1846 
had no place nearer than Lowell 
where they could attend divine 
service, It was in that year that 
the Kev, Fr.

quent speech, He added a troop 
of boy scouts to the church activi- 
ties and organized a dramatic club. 

In July, 1935 he was succeeded 
by the Rev. John A. McErlain, 
O.S.A., who in a few weeks was 
stricken by illness and died, The 
ranks of the Augustinian mission 
band produced a worthy successor 
in the Very Rev. Thomas B, Austin, 
O.S.A. He was assisted by the 
Rev. John B. Leonard and the Rev. 
Leo Hart, In 1936 the Rev. Henry 
B. Smith, O.S.A., came as assis- 
tant to replace Fr. Hart, who was 
transferred to Philadelphia. 

It was during his pastorate that 
Fr, Leonard died and in April 
1939 the Rev. Matthew F. Mc- 
Donald, O.S.A., came here as cu- 
rate, The latter labored unsel- 
fishly ‘and untiringly in Andover 
until his death in March, 1951. 
The Rev. Henry B. Syvinski, 
O.S.A., succeeded him as curate, 

In April 1942, through the gene- 
rosity of Mrs. M. J. Curran, three 
marble altars and a new organ 
were installed in the church, Fr. 
Austin also purchased the old 
cricket field for a playground and 
future expansion of the church 
cemetery, When Fr. Austin de- 
parted for California in 1944 a 
large public testimonial testified 
to the esteem with which he was 
held by all people of Andover, 

The parish obtained an old 
friend, Fr. Fogarty, to succeed Fr. 
Austin, Shortly after taking over 
the pastorate Fr.Fogarty estab- 
lished the Andover Catholic club 
which served as the social part of 
the Holy Name society. He also 
had the parochial school com- 
pletely overhauled and installed a 
new heating system. Later kinder- 
garten classes were formed, 

Fr, Fogarty was transferred to 
Waterford, N.Y., in June 1950 but

The 
lower walls of the sanctuary are 
panelled in hand-carved walnut, 
and the upper are done in rose 
with a tapestry overlay of eccle- 
siastical symbols imposed in gold 
leaf. The ceiling is done in a 
delicate blue and the walls mottled 
in grayish green. Steam pipes 
have been replaced by recessed 
radiators, 

The whole interior has been 
beautified under the supervision 
of Fr. Campbell and today it is
